The canadian inventor Fessenden had other interesting projects besides 
voice by radio. One being the electrolytic detector which is actually a 
mechanical amplifier. The microscopic bubbles of hydrogen, caused by 
electrolytic conduction through acid, partly insulate the end of a fine 
platinum probe. RF from the tuning coil disturbs this layer and so varies 
the current through the electrolyte and thus through the series headphones. 

Just came across another interesting invention of his - a nozzle projects 
a stream of water (a conductor) vertically and there is your vertical 
antenna. The water runs first through a coil of copper tubing which is the 
antenna loading coil. Adjust the fountain height to fine tune.

Gang: I have tried several places and have been able to come up the 
capability of betting the three covers made for the R-390A. They will be 
the same thickness, airidated (forgive the spelling) drilled to fit. The 
bottom cover will be louvered but a little wider and sllightly deeper 
and not as closely spaced. This is due to a shop owned die. The exact 
dies to match are about 7 to 8,000 bux. They will provide the same or 
more cooling due to size. The shop owner was the metal shop manager for 
Collins in times long gone by. 


The RF deck cover will be silk screened on both sides. 


This will only be done under the following conditions. Same as Cal did 
on the DCR Cabinets. 

There must be orders for 100 hundred sets paid in advance before placing 
the order with the 3 shops. The money will be held with the checks not 
cashed until the full 100 sets are oredered and paid for. If I do not 
receive orders for 100 3 piece sets by July 22,1999 then I will return 
all of the checks at my expense.

The reason you can hear CW in the _Inspector Morse_ theme is because the 
composer, Barrington Pheloung, deliberately put it there. It's a kind of 
musical pun on the name Morse. 


Here's what it says in THE MAKING OF INSPECTOR MORSE... 


BARRINGTON PHELOUNG, composer of the theme music, is one of the few people 
to have worked on every single episode of Inspector Morse. He is also 
responsible for all the other music that is heard in each film. He became 
involved with the series after Anthony Minghelia took Kenny McBain to see 
his play Two Planks and a Passion for which Pheloung had provided the 
music. 


‘The brief was to compose a theme that represented a very complex 
character,' says Pheloung, ‘the most essential feature being that Morse is 
a chronic melancholic who fails in his relationships with women. It also 
had to represent a great romantic, a man who had studied the classics, a 
man who loves classical music and a man who likes crosswords. He isn't 
that different to me really. 'The fun side of the work was the cryptic 
element. I found a table of Morse code and spelled out Morse's name. The 
dots and dashes fit nice and snugly into a rhythmic counterpoint which is 
a leitmotif that has played in the series for over five years now. It 
starts off on a sine wave played on an electronic keyboard and then is 
picked up by the violins. With that came a harmonic structure and then the 
tune just wrote itself. The Morse code insinuates triple time, a sense of 
three. Against that you have the tune that is in duplets, which means you 
have two against three, and then the quadruplets come in so you have four 


against two against three plus plenty of hemiolas. It's actually very 
complicated for a signature tune but it was always meant to be a germ for 
thematic and symphonic development, music for the cinema rather than TV.' 
Although Pheloung comes from Sydney his surname is Huguenot. 


Don't ask me what a hemiola is though.

In aviation, all ground based navigational aids in North America use Morse to 
identify themselves. There are several thousand of these...some from 190- 

500kHz called NDB's and the rest in the VHF 108-118mHz area called 

VOR's. They use MCW and technically, while your flying, you are to have the 

audio of these beacons up loud enough in your headphones to hear the 

identifier. If the identifier goes off the air, even with the carrier on, there is 


a 


potential problem with the station and it should not be used for navigation. 


The VOR stations have a receiver set up to monitor themselves for signal 


accuracy. If a problem is detected, the identifier is shut down.

At the start of the war the American Telegraph Co. line (previously named 
Washington and New Orleans Telegraph Co.) extended southward to Augusta, 
Savannah, Columbus, Montgomery, and New Orleans. The Confederates cut the 
line 
at Richmond and re-named it "The Southern Telegraph Co." 


One spur had been built from Savannah along the Central Georgia RR in 
Macon, thence to Atlanta along the Macon and Western RR. (now C. of Ga) in 
May 
1849. The Augusta-Atlanta-Chattanooga-Nashville Telegraph Co. was on the 
Western and Atlanta RR to Chattanooga. It's office in Atlanta was opened in 


1856 

at the corner of Wall St. and Lloyd St. (now Central Ave.) It came into 
Atlanta along 

the Ga. RR. 


When Sherman's "March to the Sea" was stopped at the Chattahoochee 
river, the military telegraph department built a line from Marietta to 
Roswell, thence 
across to Cross Keys, Decatur, thence to West Point and finally to 
Campbellton. 
there were 23 "drops" or stations on this system and many were exposed to 
Confederate fire. Another line was built from Vinings, Ga. west to 
Sweetwater creek, 
and east to Powers ferry. Thus, Atlanta was almost completely surrounded 
with 
military telegraph lines furnishing instant communications to all the 
different camps 
and commands. 


The following Union Telegraphers were used between Chattanooga and 
Atlanta:Thomas Williams, James Bryant, John E. Clark, Alfred Winder, Wm H. 
Hartman, N. S. Townsend, A. M. Waterhouse, W.R. Plum, and Jesse H. Bunnell. 
When Atlanta surrendered a detachment of telegraphers came in with the 
military, helped restore the lines and equipment and sent the news 
northward to 
Washington. It was good news to Lincoln and the Federal government because 
of the election. 


On Oct. 1 the military authorities placed W .R. Plum in charge of the 
commercial telegraph office, replacing Richard Smith. Cass Sholes was the 
Chief 
Operator. On Oct. 8 an operator on the line near Allatoona sent a false 
news flash to 
Atlanta saying that Grant had advanced to withing 3 miles of Richmond and 
everything was progressing nicely for the fall of Richmond. This report 
got out in 
Atlanta and was published by a paper. 


General Slocum, who got the news from his orderlies, and who was 
personally unknown to the telegraphers, was outraged. To appease him, a 
detachment arrested Plum and marched him to General Slocum where after an 
exhibitoin of official temper, Plum was thrown in jail with a lot of 
deserters, thieves 
and spies. 


Cass Sholes, the Chief Operator, was refused permission to see Plum. 
Thereupon, Sholes, John O. Ingle, and C. W. Jacques of the Commercial 
office; 


and John Egan of the Railroad telegraph office, notified General Slocum 
they were 

closing their telegraph offices and killing all the circuits out of Atlanta 
until Plum 

was released. They also telegraphed a protest to General Sherman. Finally, 
at the 

personal solicitation of General Brannen, Col. Parkhurst, Maj, Hoffman, and 
Capt. 

Willard of Gen. Thomas' staff, Plum was finally released from jail. Plum 
later wrote 

of it; "It was an interesting day to the telegraph fraternity in Atlanta." 


Jesse H. Bunnell was quite witty and a prankster. Once he sent a fake 
message to a newspaper in Wheeling, West Vir. reporting a great navel 
disaster 
to the Union at "Rip Raps." For this he was fired, but soon re-hired. He 
became ill 
in Atlanta, resigned and went home. Later he went into the electrical and 
telegraph 
equipment business, and many keys and sounders (and other equipment) with 
his 
name stamped on them found their way across the land. His company is still 
in 
business in Brooklyn, N. Y. (J. H. Bunnell Co.)
